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III  KING  TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS 

Mr  T D Paltullo  will  shortly  relinquish  the 
office  of  Premier  of  British  Columbia  and  those 
who  have  followed  hw  career  cannot  fall  to  recall 
that  he  has  devoted  quartrr  of  a century  to  the 
service  of  provincial  affairs,  a period  during  which 
considerable  growth  was  recorded  From  his 
youthful  days  he  was  imbued  with  the  spirit  of 
adventure  and  that  was  what  brought  him  West, 
from  his  home  in  Ontario,  and  io  the  Yukon  to 
play  his  part  there  at  the  time  of  the  gold  rush 
and  afterwards.  When  a young  man.  forty-four 
years  ago,  he  served  as  secretary  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Yukon,  was  an  assistant  gold  com- 
missioner there,  a member  of  the  Dawson  City 
Council  and  active  otherwise  In  those  stirring 
times  that  arc  now  a part  of  the  history  of  the 
West.  Later -Wr.  Pattullo  became  impressed  with 
the  possibilities  of  Prince  Rupert,  the  location 
chosen  for  the  terminus  of  a trans-continental 
railway  He  went  there  and  identified  himself 
with  Its  interests,  becoming  a member  of  the  first 
city  council  of  the  port  and  subsequently  Mayor. 
It  was  In  1918  that  he  first  entered  provincial  pol- 
itics when  he  scored  an  impressive  victory  as  Lib- 
eral candidate  of  Prince  Rupert  Then  com- 
menced a career  in  politics  which  has  lasted  ever 
since  and  no  one  now  living  ha*  been  so  closely 
Identified  with  the  political  fortunes  of  the  Prov- 
ince &.s  the  present  Premier 

When  the  late  Premier  Brewster  took  office  he 
chose  Mr  Pattullo  as  one  of  his  colleagues,  giving 
him  the  portfolio  of  Forests  and  Lands.  For 
twelve  years  he  held  that  post  and  brought  en- 
ergy, Initiative  and  concentration  to  bear  on  its 
administration.  During  that  period  he  served 
under  Premiers  Brewster,  Oliver  and  MacLean.  In 
1928.  when  the  MijcLcan  GovenYnient  suffered  a 
defeat  at  the  polls.  Mr  Pattullo  was  chosen  as  the 
House  leader  of  the  Liberals  and  subsequently 
confirmed  In  the  leadership  of  the  Party  In  the 
Province.  In  opposition,  his  power  as  a debater 
became  enhanced  and  he  was  ably  aided  in  this 
respect  by  the  knowledge  of  governmental  affairs 
he  had  acquired  during  his  twelve  years  In  office. 
In  1931  he  led  the  Liberals  to  victory  and  they 
have  remalnrd  In  power  for  eight  years,  perhaps 
largely  because  of  Mr  Pattullo's  astuteness  in  the 
choice  of  his  Cabinet  Ministers,  coupled  with  his 
own  experience  in  the  course  of  government. 

Whatever  are  the  faults  of  Mr  Paltullo,  and  no 
politician  is  without  them,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
he  ha*  many  virtues  and  not  the  least  of  these  is

MILITARY  MAN  POWER  STATISTICS 

As  a part  of  the  official  campaign  in  Ottawa  to

A RECORD  OF  SERVICE 

The  annual  report  of  a chartered  bank  is  an 
Index,  in  many  respects,  of  a country’s  financial 
well  being.  In  the  statement  of  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  for  the  year  ending  October  31  last  there 
are  figures  which  show  how  well  business  Is  thriv- 
ing In  Canada  at  present,  how  great  is  the  Indus- 
trial expansion  that  is  In  progress.  The  resources 
of  that  bank  are  now  greater  than  they  have  ever 
been  in  its  history,  being  set  at  $1,048,551,479  as 
compared  with  $981,334,955  at  the  end  of  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months.  Deposits  increased  from 
$848,865,349,  as  on  October  31,  1940,  to  $928,387,889 
on  October  31.  1941.  This  affords  an  Illustration, 
and  similar  ones  are  furnished  by  tlfc  annual 
statements  of  other  chartered  banks,  that  the 
country  is  in  excellent  shape  to  meet  the  financial 
obligations  of  the  War. 

A fallacy  entertained  by  financial  cranks  Is  that 
banking  Institutions  do  not  make  sufficient  com- 
mercial and  other  loans  and  that  by  such  a policy 
they  retard  the  wheels  of  Industry.

The  usual 
j appropriations  are  made  to  the  contingent  reserve 
I fund  which  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  bad  and 
doubtful  debts.  The  statement,  too.  shows  an 
I amount  of  $2,242,905  paid  in  Federal  taxation 
After  everything  Ls  pruvided  for  the  profit  total 
stands  at  $3  437.026.  as  compared  with  $3,435,941 
for  the  preceding  year.  Out  of  this,  after  the  pay- 
ment of  dividends  to  shareholders  and  an  un- 
changed appropriation  for  bank  premises,  the 
balance  is  $57,026.  which  Is  carried  forward  to  the 
I balance  of  profit  and  loss.  These  figures  and  the 
story  they  tell  are  not  alone  a measure  of  the 
| financial  strength  of  the  country  but  as  well  an 
j assurance  to  the  people  as  a whole  of  the  exccl- 
I lence  of  their  banking  system  and  of  the  effici-
